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Contending For the Faith

“Beloved, when I gave all dili- 
gence to write unto you of the com- 
mon salvation, it was needful for me 
to write unto you, and exhort you 
that ye should earnestly contend for 
the faith which was once delivered 
unto the saints.” Jude 3. 
| the days of Jude, so early after Pen- 

tecost and the sweeping revival that 
followed, he found it necessary to exhort 
the Christians to “contend for the faith.” 

The gospel, original, pure and undi- 
luted, had been preached by the apostles 
who had been tutored by the Great 
Teacher. The Holy Ghost had come upon 
them to empower them for the service of 
promoting the gospel and to bring to 
their remembrance what Jesus had taught 
them, which they in turn were to teach 
to all nations. To their tasks they eagerly 
set themselves when the Holy Ghost came 
and the gospel spread like a raging forest 
fire. 

In spite of Satan’s opposition the re- 
vival spread so that their sound went out 
to the uttermost parts of the earth. 
(Rom. 10:18.) Oppositions and persecu- 
tions utterly failed to stamp out the new 
faith. But Satan, determined to check 
the mighty revival, produced causes with- 
in the ranks of the Church destined to 
retard its progress, and from which the 
Christian world might never free itself 
until Jesus comes. Realizing the futility 
of openly combating the preaching of the 
valiant gospel heralds in view of the ever- 
present Holy Ghost, he chose a milder, 
more subtle method—that of “toning 
down” on the fundamental tenets of the 
Church. It was his purpose to produce a 
set of polished, sophisticated clergymen 
little concerned about the salvation of 
lost souls, but erudite gentlemen, dispen- 
sers of political economy and rose water 
theology, to take the place of the rustic 
old type preachers of the old-fashioned 
gospel, like John the Baptist, Peter and 
Paul, who preached “holiness and hell,” 
and endeavored to keep the truth of the 
gospel before the people. 

Jude, not ignorant of Satan’s devices, 
recognized the development of this con- 
dition, while the Church was yet in its 
infancy. He perceived that the faith was 
being flouted and denied, and that such a 
state of affairs would crystallize so that 
many professors of the faith would be ig- 
norant of the true faith. That is why 
many today have never heard a sermon on 
the new birth, holiness, baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, eternal punishment, and 
numerous other cardinal truths with 
which the New Testament abounds, al- 
though they have been lifetime church- 
goers. Someone has denied the faith. 


So across the centuries thunders the in- 
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spired exhortation of Jude, “Earnestly 
contend for the faith.” Does someone ob- 
ject that the preaching of judgment, hell, 
fire, damnation for the God-rejecting, 
and salvation that saves to the uttermost 
is just too radical? To the objector we re- 
ply that we are contending for the faith. 
Observe that “to contend” is “to main- 
tain in argument, to struggle, debate, 
strive.” Faith that is not worth contend- 
ing for is of little value, and the preach- 
er who will not contend for the faith is 
indeed a liability to the cause. 


“Yes,” cries the vain professor, “but 
we are an enlightened people of culture, 
modern people, and we patronize the 
modern church. And that horrifying doc- 
trine of hell is so exciting! Our pastor 
doesn’t preach that. He’s so cultured and

genteel.” 

To be sure, there is a difference be- 
tween “your preacher” and God’s ambas- 
sadors. While the former, a charming, 
tailor-made elocutionist brings you the 
lore of Shakespeare to satisfy your never- 
dying soul, the other, often rugged in 
manner, is contending for the faith. In- 
deed his preaching often appears to be 
radical. It often brings tears to the eyes 
of sturdy listeners, and, thanks be to God, 
they, too, find the living faith. And 
while the spineless doctors of the cloth, 
hirelings of the enemies of the cross, are 
omitting the principles of the gospel be- 
cause the people do not choose to hear 
them, those who know the call of God 
are resolved to “preach the Word.” (2 
Tim. 4:2.) Their mouths cannot be 
muzzled by the influence of filthy lucre. 





Seldom rich in silver and gold, they have 
the answer to your problem in the whole 
gospel for the whole man. 


There is often grave misapprehension 
concerning the words of our text, relative 
to contending for the faith. There are 
those who confuse the faith here indicated 
with that of Hebrews 11. Cliques of dis- 
gruntled church members, dissatisfied 
with the preacher who has done his best 
for them, and with the other members of 
the church who bear all the burdens, be- 
cause they seem so painfully lacking in 
spirituality, are often confidentially ad- 
vising each other to contend for the faith. 
What they really mean, is to contend for 
power to perform miracles, raise the dead, 
and move great mountains. And it seems 
rather odd that they never receive that 
power after all their clatter about con- 
tending for the faith. Faith here actually 
means the body of truth which God has 
revealed in His Word, and which the 
Christians believe. It was not in the mind 
of Jude to exhort the people to seek God 
for power. That had been promised by the 
Lord to accompany the Baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. There was no reason why 
they should contend with God to give 
them that power. Jude really intended 
that they should contend, strive for the 
truth of the gospel as it had been re- 
vealed in the beginning. And if they 
would do that, the signs would follow 
(Mark 16:17) and God would bear wit- 
ness to their preaching with signs and 
wonders. (Heb. 2:4.) 


The importance of contending for the 
faith cannot be over-estimated. The 
Apostle Paul gave timely warning on this 
subject when the church at Corinth first 
became threatened with division over va- 
rious preachers; when some claimed to be 
disciples of Paul, of Cephas, of Apollos, 
and, yet others, of Christ. Paul had been 
the first to proclaim the gospel in Cor- 
inth, and he had kept nothing back. He 
had declared the whole counsel of God. 
While he was willing to have other la- 
borers come into the field where he had 
wrought in God’s service, he very modest- 
ly stated that he, as a wise master build- 
er, had “laid the foundation, and another 
buildeth thereon. But LET EVERY 
MAN TAKE HEED HOW HE BUILD- 
ETH THEREON.” He further stated, 
that no one could lay another foundation, 
which was and is Christ Jesus. Perhaps no 
one would attempt that, but Paul’s spe- 
cial warning is concerning the material 
with which others might build upon the 
foundation. If they would wisely preach 
the truth as Paul preached it, they would 
be building with gold, silver and precious 
stones—fireproof materials. If they devi- 
ated from the plain doctrine of the com- 
mon salvation, adding thereto or taking 
away, they would be building with per-

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Power I RECENTLY had the privilege of listening to 
a commencement sermon delivered by the elo- 

quent Dr. Bob Jones, Jr., of Bob Jones College, in which the 
main topic of discussion was power. “A powerful life,” said Dr. 
Jones, “is not the one that is left to run loose, to have its own 
way, to do as it chooses, and have nothing to prevent it from 
following its desires, but the life of power is the life which has 
restraint, which is disciplined, 
which has a channel through 
which the power of life must 
flow.” And what a wonderful 
thought it is that in order for us 
to have power developed that 
power must be harnessed. Our 
government has thrown great 
dams across mighty rivers to re- 
strain them, to confine them, 
and through that confinement 
and restraint, through a special 
discipline or channel, the water 
which is harnessed develops 
thousands of horsepower which 
turns the great wheels of indus- 
try and furnishes our light and 
provides happiness for our life. 
We wonder if the same thing 

is not true with the Spirit which 
God has given us to work for 
Him. We may let it “flow,” us- 
ing it just to run over the stones 
or down the river bed, or may 
we divert it through the chan- 
nels of service as is given in 
God’s Word, for it is, after all, 
that there the Spirit which God 
has given us develops power in our lives when it is utilized ac- 
cording to God’s Word, and thus all of His blessings must be 
utilized if we are to have lives of power that will count for the 
Master and that will bring about real results in the progress of 
His Church, But those who do not acknowledge discipline and 
do not believe in restraint and do not submit to government, 
shall never be able to realize the power that God has designed 
that we should draw from the special provisions that are pro- 
vided for us through the Spirit of God and according to His 
Word. In unity there is power. As God’s people unite in a 
channel of righteousness He will furnish the power and they 
will form a powerful influence for good.

But anyway, Maine is setting a fine 
example in the way of temperance, and it is to be 
hoped that the old saying relative to politics will 
be repeated in the line of temperance and that as 
Maine goes so the whole Nation will go. 









The Greatest SUPERINTENDENT of education re- 

cently said, “I used to believe that the 
greatest thing for a student to learn in school was the literary 
subjects, and that first of all we must desire scholarship, but,” 
said he, “Ihave decided now that scholarship takes third place, 
and that first of all in school we must learn health for if our 
bodies are frail and the bodies of our offsprings are frail, we will 
not enjoy life. Second,” he said, “‘to be learned is how we might 
live our lives without infringing on the rights of others, that 
we may learn to appreciate other people,” and third he placed 
scholarship. 

We agree with Dr. Allen that there are those things that are 
worth more to human beings than scholarship, though scholar- 
ship has its place and occupies a very important place. Health 
and sanitation occupy their very important places. Our social 
laws and rules occupy their very important places, but first of 
all, and above all, we should learn of God and our relationship to 
Him, and it is this surely that youth needs to know for it was 
the wise man who said, “Remember now ‘thy Creator in the 
days of thy youth,” and adding to this by way of getting edu- 
cation, and knowledge, he said, “The fear of the Lord is the be- 
ginning of knowledge.” So in getting wisdom through the study 
of books, in learning social laws that we must abide by in order 
not to tread upon the rights of others, and in our search for 
better health and sanitation, we must remember that if we seek 
first the kingdom of God and His righteousness it will be easier 
to have these other things added unto our lives, and since, after 
all, the gospel of our Lord teaches men how to treat one another 
and how to live in order that we might have better health, to 
have first knowledge of God will be a steppingstone into the 
other studies that will bring, 
eventually, the required social 
and health knowledge prescribed 
in our school courses. We main- ~ 
tain that the religion of our Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ will not 
make men ignorant but on the 
other hand will help them to be 
brighter and better scholars.

laid upon the life 
of the child of God is upon those

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Question: Please explain Matt. 9:16. 
What is meant by “No man putteth a 
piece of new cloth unto an old garment”? 
R. D. 


Answer: The answer to this question 
is very plain and simple. In those days 
they did not have methods of preshrink- 
ing garments, hence garments were made 
out of new cloth. After the garments 
were old and had already gone through 
all of the shrinking that they would go 
through, if a new piece of cloth was 
placed in as a patch when the new cloth 
shrank it would take from or tear from 
the old garment. The next verse is simi- 
lar. ““Neither do men put new wine in old 
bottles: else the bottles break, and the 
wine runneth out, and the bottles per- 
ish.” They did not have glass bottles in 
those days but the bottles were made of 
skin and if new wine was put in an old 
skin bottle which had already been 
stretched and was not strong, when the 
new wine began to work it would burst 
the bottle, hence it was better to put new 
wine in new skin bottles that had not as 
yet been stretched. 

Question: Please explain to me the 
meaning of the 10th verse of the 10th 
chapter of Revelation.—D. B. 

Answer: Since that after John had tak- 
en the little book from the angel’s hand 
and had eaten it, he was commanded to 
prophesy to pedples, nations, tongues, and 
kings, it is evident that the book repre- 
sented the vision or prophecy that God 
had given him.

As of May 19, 1940, The Associated 
Press stated that bank deposits and bank 
holdings had reached an all-time high in 
America.

The United Press on May 20 quoted 
part of a letter written by Bishop James 
Cannon of the Methodist Church, to Sec- 
retary of State Cordell Hull, wherein the 
Bishop urged the immediate entry of 
America into the war. This sounds rather 
strange, coming, as it does, from the lips 
of one who has heard the call of the Spirit

Major G. Walker, Salvation 
Army Officer, reported that the people 
were eating cotton pads from which the 
seeds had been removed, pea husks, water 
grass and millet husks. Missionaries re- 
ported that a wave of suicides has taken 
place with the Chinese for the most part 
jumping into wells. Sometimes entire 


families COMMITTED SUICIDE 
RATHER THAN STARVE. In some 
districts they have been gathering weeds 
with which to make a porridge. IN 
SOME PLACES THE CHINESE HAVE 
TAKEN SAWDUST FROM THEIR 
PILLOWS AND ADDED IT TO 
THEIR GRUEL TO MAKE IT 
MORE SUBSTANTIAL.” These things 
are not quoted to make you feel bad but 
to remind you that JESUS SAID THESE 
THINGS WOULD BE TAKING 
PLACE AT THE TIME OF HIS SEC- 
OND COMING. 


“London, May 19.—A_ severe earth- 
quake—-said to have been exactly 6,000 
miles away—was recorded today near 
Birmingham. The distance would place 
the quake either between Japan and the 
East Indies or about 400 miles off the 
east coast of Central America.” 


“Lima, Peru, May 24.—A series of vio- 
lent earthquakes rocked Peru today caus- 


‘ing a heavy toll and leaving thousands 


homeless. Crippled communications ob- 
scured the full extent of the disaster but 
reports trickling in tonight placed the 
dead at 249 and the injured at more than 
3,000. Seventy dead were counted in Lima 
alone, and it: was feared that additional 
victims were buried under debris of scores 
of wrecked buildings.” The report stated 
that high-tension wires fell; buildings 
toppled; streets and roads became cav- 
erns; screams and cries could be heard all 
over a radius of several miles; children 
were wandering, dazedly seeking their 
parents. Later reports may increase the 
total death toll.

ishable materials of ““wood, hay and stub- 
ble.” 

Hear his ungarnished warning as he 
continued, “Every man’s work shall be 
manifest: for that day shall declare it, 
because it shall be revealed by fire; and 
the fire shall try every man’s work of 
what sort it is. If any man’s work abide 
which he hath built thereupon he shall re- 
ceive a reward. If any man’s work shall 
be burned, he shall suffer loss: but he 
himself shall be saved: yet so as by fire.” 
1 Cor. 3:10-15. 

It appears, therefore, that the fires of 
judgment shall try the works of all who 
attempt to build on this foundation. Some 
will find cause for great rejoicing when 
their work shall stand the fire, and they 
shall be crowned. It will be because they 
have contended for the faith. Others, 
with deep sorrow, will learn at last, and 
alas, that their works—their flowery ser- 
mons designed to please the world—were 
merely stubble, or at the very best wood. 
These labors of a lifetime so arduously 
performed, that sought to please men 
rather than God, denying the power of 
God, must likewise be tried in the fire. 
There all that is false, all that is below 
the standard shall be burned. The 
thought of it, when rightly considered, 
should cause a preacher to examine him- 
self in awe and to inquire, “Of what sort 
am I building? Will my labors pass this 
fiery judgment? Or will they be burned, 
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after the many years I have toiled?” What 
a pitiful sight, what a disappointment 
when a preacher sees his works consumed 
in the fires of judgment, and he discovers 
that his long-sought reward is lost—be- 
cause he failed to “contend for the 
faith.” 

It is said that an aged preacher who 
had been considered by many as a great 
leader, a pillar in the church, with a large 
salary, but who fought holiness, confessed 
when he faced the end, with shame and 
bitter sorrow, “I have not sought to exalt 
Jesus. I have used Him and His gospel as 
a means to an end and for selfish pur- 
poses.” 

God save us from the shame of adul- 
terating thy truth, and grant unto us 
that “with boldness we may speak thy 
word.” (Acts 4:29.)
